SUNNY FLORIDA AGAIN ESCAPES 
WINTER'S SNOWY AND ICY WAVE 


According to the announcement 
made by the weather bureau at Wash 
mgton in a special bulletin, very Much 
harm w*# done t<» the w nter crops 
m California as well as in a number 
•l Southern states, but a« usual the 
Florida peninsula escaped with noth¬ 
ing more than a brisk, cool wind out 
oi the northwest Tic bulletin >ays: 

■Practically no harm to fall-sown 
cram was reported and the damage 
to cotton was slight, but in California 
tomatoes were a total loss and truck 
suffered except in a few sections. 

The Cold wave spread southward 
from Alaska on November loth, 
driving temperatures in dir Rockj 
Mountain states down to new low 
MiafKs, and during the week follow¬ 
ing causing freezing wmitbe* *nd 
frosts all the way south anti cast to 
Florida. 

"While a large part of the sweet 
potato yield had been harvested lit 
Mississippi, there was mucti injury 
to the unharvested, and the vine* were 
reported killed in some other secthm* 


of tin South. White p -tat c» were 
damaged III Louisiana. 

Tonsidrrahle damage to seed cattc 
occurred iti Georgia and North Flor¬ 
id*. but the injured cane remain# use- 
able for »yr\i,. In Louisiana thc'te»\i 
vane w r a* mostly saved through the 
warn in ir a. Sorghum was mostly kill 
ej and sugar cane damaged in Texas, 
••ud ilic uncut cane in Mioxisaippi 
was much damaged. 

“Truck in northern South Cardin* 
wj« killed and n*o»t tender truck in 
Northern wd Western Florida. Loui¬ 
siana. Texas and other southern 
states. 

"Hardy vegetables in Texas suf¬ 
fered. In California severe injury 
t»* truck occurred in all sav-t * fe 
sec. ions. 

"Citrus fruit in Texas stood the 
fr,*f»r wrell. tav<* in a few northern 
sections, where about half the cr«»p 
was lost. 

"In California citrus fruit iu Tu 
lare county was somewhat damaged 
and half the young tree* near OavU 
were ruined Table grapes in Caii 
forma are practically an entire loss.’

FLORIDA ONCE TROPICAL 

A few years ago, says a report from 
tin- United State* Geological Survey, 
a man diwvinu in a clay bank on the 
\palarliicola river, west uf Tallaha*- 
*«e found fossil plonts which prove 
tint in tertiary geologic times, some 
million* of year* ago, the flora w.»« 
distinctly tropical an<| was gradually 
becoming invaded by members ni ,i 
temperate flora as a result id a change 
in climate. Hr found fossil remain* 
of such tree* a* the breadfruit, cam- 
(sltor and aatinwciod, and with them 
remains of the elm and buckthorn 

By far the most abundant fossil 
wn» the palm, whose layers of which 
were found fossiliced in sand. This 
discovery suggests that in (tertiary 
time, near the coast and along slug¬ 
gish rivers, only a few feet above sea 
level, there were in that region exten¬ 
sive palmetto swamps or breaks. The 
subtropical or warm temperate climate 
in which these palms and breadfruit 
lived in Western Florida, was cooler 
than that of the precerding period, 
w*Hen. in thr arra that is now land, 
:i shallow tropical sra swarmed with 
shellfish. 

These fossil plants, which point to 
a former inure tropical climate, were 
found at Alum Bluff, on the Apala¬ 
chicola river, a rnqst Interesting spot 
to the student of fossil plants because 
of it* almoit unique flora, most of 
the specie* to far found bring new: 
to the botanist for the living relics 
of former flora, and to the physio¬ 
grapher because of the striking con- 
raM in topography between the east 
and west bank* of tlic river,
